‘THE SITUATION. 
‘THe state of affairs at Obinhai and 
Ningpo, as represented to us by aCorres- 
pondent whose letter appeared on Fri- 
ay itorning, appears at first sight to 
be less favourable to the French than 
the public. generally has been led to 
suppose, We had commented a few 
days previously tpon the glowing 
account presented to the Throne by 
Lin Ping-obang, Fast'ai of Chékiang, 
and we then remarked that, o i

wonder if the authorities at Peking 
wore obstinate, The Chinese account 
of the situation is, however, now borne 
out in many of its salient points by in- 
dependent foreign testimony, and, allow- 
ing for differences of style and dictiou, 
the two accounts diverge but imper- 
ceptibly from another. Lin Fu. 
tai informs the Express that the French 
mado a perfunctory and unsuccessful 
attack upon the Chinbai forte, and 
wore immediately repulsed. Our Cur- 
respondent writes (Lat the fort snid to 
ave been demolished is not demolished 
at all, that the French have shown no 
desire to engage the defences, tnt they 
will not expose themselves to danger, 
that their gunnery has proved iueffec- 
tive, and that their chances of captur- 
ing the ebi ide the barrier are almost 
nil, These are remarkable assertions, 
in view of which it certainly seems 
‘unjust to dispute the accuracy of the 
report made by the Governor to the 
Throne, and we must either conclude 
that the attack has been fatile—in plain 
words, a failure—or else that it was 
never intended to make a serious attack 
atall, That the mandarins do not re- 
gard the anfoty of the port as gravely 
jeopardised seems olear from the very 
lox way in whiob they are guarding it. 
We aro told that while the river is 
closed to large vessols the authorities 
of Nivgpo do not interfere with the 
ingross aud egress of native boats sup- 
posing that these are small enongh to 
get past the barrier; and that the 
Chinese generally express some wonder 
why steamers do not come to share the 
rich harvest reaped by the adventurous 
lorobas, especially as “all objection to 
steamer traffic outside Chinbai lias been 
withdrawn.” Not only, then, have the 
Chinese apparently no objection to 
morchant vessels resorting to Chinhni, 
but similar indulgence is shown by 
the French; for it is some time now 
siuoe we heard of any rigorous measures 
being put in force by Admiral Courbet 
with regard to neutral ships, and the 
situation on both sides appears to be 
altogether easier. Now it is difficult 
to resist the hope that all this 
means something. It is clear that 
the French, whatever their original 
intentions may have been, have been, 
have made no energetic attack mpon 
Chinhai ; they have not put forth their 
fall otrength, or anything approaching 



















































to it; and they are now, to all eppeai 
ance, simply resting upon their oars, 
‘What are they waiting for? Surely 
there is justification for the hope that 
they are expecting pacific advices. 
Ramonrs to this effeot have been abu 
dantly lively daring the past fortnight, 
but as nothing tangible bas reached us 
we have, abstained from making avy 
allusion to tlié-matier. Even now, we 
have no more solid ground:to.go upon 
than we bave had siuce the French 
fleet first reudezvoused off Chinhai. A 
report is current, it ie true, that 
strenuons efforts have been made by 
some of the leading statesmen in Pekin, 

to come to au agreement, but that the 
Empress indignantly holds out, 
ing now upon the evacuation of Ton- 
quin by French troops and now upon 
the payment of an indemnity by Frauce 
for the damage done off Foochow.

position may be considered just a little 
stronger than it was ® month ago, 
Tamsui remains, hitherto, untaken, 
though a fresh attack upon it is reported 
imminent ; but the Fronch are virtually 
masters of the seabonrd, and while they 
are able to maintain the positions they 
already occupy on shore, they will not 
very rendily evacnate the island. But 
that Formosa ia destined to pass per- 
manently into the bands of France we 
see no reason at present for belie 
and it is not likely that the Chinese 
will consent to any arrangement by 
which the integrity of the island would 
be impaired or even threatened. If 
matters go smoothly between the Im- 
perial advisers aud Count Ito at Peking,

CHINESE IMAGES. 
Catnese idols are of Indian origi 
chiefly, but some may have beon imitated 
from images which onme from other 
foreign countries, With the Ind 
of Buddha every one is ncquninted. 
‘The face is brond, the forehead mode- 
rately high. The head is covered with 
short curled hair. His robe is left open 
at the right shoulder, Ho sits cross- 
logged, with tho solo of his right foot 
upward. His bands are either joined 
in the attitude of meditation, or per- 
forming some mngicnl operation, or 
simply used ns the vrator uses them for 
emphasis, or to cull attention, The 
time when images of Buddha wore first 
brought to China was in the reign of 
Han Ming-ti, A.D. 58 to 76.

‘The art of onsting brouze images 
was well known anciently among tho 
Greeks. It was connected with the 
art of moulding clay into the required 
shapes, ‘This [ast was 0 preliminary 
process.

the Greeks used to print the surface 
of bronze with bitumen, or over it 
with gold. They had clay and wood 
images a well as staiues of marble, 
‘The images of gods and goddesses 
Greek temples were not nll benutifs 
works of art executed in inarble, suoh 
as the Apollo Belvedere, ‘They had 
less benatiful images as well, Gold,

‘The tradition may be explained to mean 
that images were first introduced into 
India from tho west in that region, 
‘As to the time, it was probably some 
years after Buddha's death. Ina China 
it is not very rare to meet with o 
colossal Buddlia. In Chekiang province 
there are two cut on of the living rock, 
One is at Havgchow and the other 
near Taichow. ‘Their height may be 
stated es about thirty or forty feet. 
Ab Obdu-ting Fa, in the metropolitan 
province, there is an enormous bronze 
image of Buddha, said to be the largest 
inthe Empire, and soventy feet in Leight, 
In tholargest Lama monastery in Peking 
there is a colossal Buddha of wood, also 
soventy feet in Leight, ‘There is auother 
outside the north-west gate, in tho 
country.

THE ‘YASSALSHIP’ OF COREA. 
Tue expressions used by the Emperor 
of China in the ‘mandate’ recently 
addressed by him to the King of Corea 
should not be allowed to pass unnoticed. 
Of course what we have to say is simply 
a repetition of what we bave already 
said at least a dezen times, Corea 
las made Treaties with Great Britain, 
Germany, Japan, and the Uuited States, 








‘on the basis of absolute independence ; 
yet we nevertheless find the King oon- 
stantly acknowledging his vassal posi- 
tion guoad the Emperor of China, and 
the Emperor confirming the relation- 
ship. The country iu question,” eays 
the Decree we refer to, “is enrolled 
upon the list of Our tributary States, 
and for generations past its ralers have 
presented theic bounden offerings of 
tribute ;” and again, “ We * * * are 
continually mindful of our tributary 
States, aud of the obligation We are 
under to protect them.” Passing over 
the fact that England, Italy,and Holland 
all sbare with Corea the high houour 
of being “enrolled upon the list of 
Our tributary States” 
to the Ta Ching Hai T 
—it may bo argued that the publi 
of such a document as this in the 
Gazette is insulting to the 
Ministers of all those ‘Treaty Powers 
who ate in relation with Corea, 
that it amounts to @ 
that their Treaties are no more than so 
much waste paper, ‘The first article 
of the Japanese ‘Treaty reads thus: 
“Chorén, being an independent State, 
ya the samo sovereign rights as 
does Jnpan.” The Powers who have 
succecded Japan in making ‘Treaties 
with Coren do not even think it worth 
while to refer to the position of that 
country towards China, but word those 
articles which refer to the Sovereig 
of the contracting nations precisely 
as they are worded in all 
that ie, on the basis of abso- 
Now it is clear that 
if the King of Oorea is the vassal of 
China he is uot the international equal 
of either the Queen of Great Britain, 
or the Emperor of Japan, or the Pre- 
sident of the United States; and that 
he is the vaseal of China be himeelf 
avows aud the Emperor on his side 
reiterates, If anything farther were 
required to prove how inadmissible are 
the claims of China on this point, we 
have it in the distinct assertion of 
the Tsungli Yaméu to M, Bellounet, 
the French Chargé d’Affaires, nineteou 
years ago, that Corea was absolutely 
independent of China, aud that if 
any foreign uation lind cause of com- 
plaint against that country it was 
ab perfect liberty to deal with it as 
circumstances required without any 
reference to Peki This 
of simple history; and how, we may 
ask, is it to be reconciled with the 
Decree lately issued by the Emperor ? 
We suppose that euch diplomatic 
jambles aud self-contradioti 
unavoidable when civilised Powers en- 
ter into relations with semi-barbarous 
Powers; but it beboves all Japanese 
aud Western represeutatives to abstain 
from acknowledging, even in the 
indirect and tacit mauner, a preter 
on the part of China which in itself 
involves the illegality of formal instru- 
ments drawn up by themselves or their 
predecessors in the name of their 
respective Sovereigns or Governments, 
aud ratified by the latter in good faith,

Ar the mestings of the Perak and the 
Selangor ‘lin Mining Companies whioh 
were held last week, the suggestions of 
Mr. Hanghton, the engineer who lately 
specially examined the properties, wore 
approved of.

‘The suicide 
was reported to the sub-prefect aud an 
inspection of the body was held, but the 
underlings had been’ bribed by the man 
Lo and the ovidence was tampered with 
Potitioner’s mother appealed to the Gov. 
ernor-General, who ordered the man Lo's 
commanding officer to aurrender him to the 
sub-profect for trial ; but when he was evens 
tually brought before the Cuurt uo torture 
whatever was applied and the evidence 
licited was false. 

The case was reported twice to the 
higher couct, but the guilty party waa pur- 
pusely screened ; and the petitioner's mo- 
ther has lodged’ appeals at the courts of 
the Prefect, Provincial Judge, and Go- 
vornor General, all of whom referred the

‘Tho Chinese Hospital in Shautung Rond, 
which is uuder the care of Drs, Honderao 
Macleod and Milles, has continued ite w 
past year, From the 
L report we gather the 
1g the year, 628 male a 
GL female patients were treated in tl 
wards, while 13,801 males aud 9,023 females 
were prescribled for at the Dispensary, 
ad 6,391 Chineso children were vacci- 
nated.” Of the 689 in-patients, only 80 
died,,0 of this wumber being deaths from 
opium poisoning; 2 died from fracture of 
the skull, 1 from fracture of the spine, and 
2 from other fractures, there being only 
four deaths among the fever patients, Fifty 
seven fractures were treated, seventeon 
dislocations were reduced, aud fifty surgi 
operations were performed. Six persons 
were admitted to the Hospital with their 
vats cut, but none of them died ; medi 
cines were supplied to 354 vpium-sinokers,

THE ‘HU-PAO' ON ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 
Two yoars ago a foreigner by the name 
of Littlo first atarted electric lizhts in the 
Sottlement. He began with five or six 
Jamps as an experiment; then gradually 
the three Settlements adopted them, a1 
not less than seventy are now 
large th 
electric lighting, 
now very much wsed to thi 
ing, Before the electric lights came into 
vogue, the gas, with which the Settlements 
were wont to bo lighted, was certainly far 
brighter than the lights which the Chinese 
have been accustomed to use from an 
times till now. But siuce the electric 
were introduced, the yas has beon eclips 
inits brightness, ‘Moreover thoelectri 
are placed higher than gas, aud the rays of 
‘course shine to a greater distance and over 
broader space, while the gas could tisrow i 
ight ouly to a radius of eighty or a hu 
foot. For that reason some enterprizing 
Chinese intended to introduce a few electric 
lamps into the city to’ light the streets, 
because where a place is thickly populated 
there muat be lights for the people's use at 
night, Street lamps are not only for the 
pedost benefit, but are good defences 
against thieves. Since Settlements 
have been lit with electric lig 
pick-pockets have not dared to show their 
skill within hundreds of feet of 
. people also attribute the 
of thieving cases to 
electric lights, ‘hough auch opi 
be believed in their entirety, 
within the bounds of reason. Lut us yo 
back a little, When it was first proposed to 
have electric lights, some apprehe 
wero felt leat elvctricity migl 
or attract tho natural Huid 
during # storm. Many indeed 
doubters of the new introduction, 
the simple reason that such an invention 
had been uuheard of since the creation 
of the world, Besides, some accidents did 
ocour from the use of electric lights in 
foreign countries, and the pessi 
turally looked only to the dark side of 
anything good. At that time Mr, Little 
tried in vain to set forth the benefits 
and the harmlessuess of electric lighting ; 
uow the lights have flourished three years, 
all the dangers appreliended have failed to 
make their appearance, and the dangers not 
thought of were not protruded into public 
notice. The only dissatisfaction they have 
afforded to the people is by flickering, 
Sometimes the lights are bright aud sume. 
timos dark ; this indeed is the ouly fault one 
can tind with the electric lights, ‘The people 
now at last begin to perceive how true were 
‘Me. Little's words, aud how beuelicial are 
the lights. ‘To our great astonishment we 
har that the Municipal Council will stop 
electric lighting in the Settlement at the 
end of June, and will not continue the con- 
tract with. the Shanghai Electric Light 
Company (xs ix accordance with the deci- 
sion of the ratepayers.) We first took it 
to be that the Shanghai Electric Company 
on account of business reverses desired to 
discontinue electric lighting of its own 
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mode of light- 
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accord. We hear, however, that these are 
the real facts of the case. “The Gas Com- 
ny, fiuding that the introduction of 
electric lights into the -Settlements de- 
creased that Company's profit, aud that 
(were electric lights allowed to exist) they 
would ultimately sweep gas entirely off the 
Settlements, took the opportunity to in 
atigate the ratepayers to cease having the 
streets lighted with electric lamps. ‘These 
indeed are the rumours afloat concerning 

of the discontinuance of electric 
lighting. It seems strauge that the rate- 
payors should have been moved by the 
representations of the Gas Company ! 
‘Phat the Gas Company entertains a great 
deal of autipathy towards the Electric 
Company, uo one can doubt, When electric 
lighting was frst brought before the rate- 
payers’ meeting, it was decided to keep 
both kinds of lighting in the Settlement, 
showing to 1 1y feelings of par- 
































tiality, because the ratepayers were fully 
ric lights would give good

Company, which has been in existence for 


over twenty years and made a good deal of 
money, could well afford to share the profit 
with its new rival. People, too, considered 
tho ratepayers’ decision to bea just one. 
How is it, then, we uow hear of the pro- 
posed discontinuance of the electric lights? 
In our opi we discover the electric 
ights to be superior to gas in many 
ts, ‘The electric lichts are brighter 
gan escapes 
park causes an explosion ; for laying 
or fixing gas pipes, the ground must be 
dug up, to the great inconvenicuce of 
pedestrians, while the smell of a leaking 
pipe is something unbearable. ‘The electric 
lights are free from all such evils, As gas 
has existed for a long period of years, it 
would not be fair to abolish it all at once ; 
so the fairest way that could be arranged 
is to have both electric aud yas lights, 
Moreover the Gas Company in winding up 
their annual accouuts always make a very 
gvod profit, so even if they were to permit 
the streets of the Settlement to be lighted 
entirely with electric lights, yet that Com- 
pany would have a splendid income. Why 
should they wi to hold ao tenaciously 
to their monopoly? Why should 
payors listen to their representati 
remember while the electric lights were 
in their infancy in the Settlements, people 
already thonght that gas was losing its 
brightu often when the electric 
lights were not lit pedestrians would express 
much wonder and regret. And now that 
the lights have been in use for thr 






































































great loss in them, ‘Though gas lamps in 
be increased to a yreat extent, the atroets 
in the Settlement never can be av brightly 
lit as under electricity. ‘The ratepayers as 
a rule generally follow the lead of popular 
feeling ; so in the present caso it behoves 
them to keep both gas aud electric lights 
in the Ssttlements, ‘The Chinese proverb 
has it: ‘Since it is started let no one dare 
to abolish it.” May the coming meeting of 
the ratepayers ponder well on the subject,
